Present claims 1-3, 5-15, 17-22, 24-33, 37-42, 46, 49-51, 53-54 relate to 
compounds defined by reference to desirable characteristics or 
properties, namely that they are trk receptor ligands or compounds that 
inhibit expression or activity of a trk receptor ligand. The claims cover 
all compounds having these characteristics or properties, whereas the 
application provides support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and/or 
disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT for only a very limited 
number of such compounds. In the present case, the claims so lack support 
ana the application so lacks disclosure that a meaningful search over the 
whole of the claimed scope is impossible.
